No. 67-OW(25)/48. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 8 of the Essential Supplier (Temporary Powers) 
Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1946) the Central Government is pleased 
to make the following Order, namely: — 

1. (j) This Order may be called the Cotton Textiles (Export 
Control) Order, 1949. 

(ii) It extends to all the Provinces of India, 

(iii) It shall come into force nt once. 

2. In this Ordet unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: — 

(a.) "export" means to take out of any Province in India 
by land, air or water to any place outside India; 

(b) “Export Trade Controller" meanB an Export Trade 

Controller appointed by the Central Government 
and includes any other officer authorised by the 
Central Government to perform all or any of the 
functions of an Export Trade Controller under this 
Order ; 

(c) “exporter" means a person holding a valid export 

licence issued by or under the orders of an Export 
Trade Controller authorising him to export cloth 
or yam; 

(d) “carrier" includes any person engaged in the, busi- 
nesH of transporting property from any Province in 
India to a place outside Lidia by land, air or water; 

(e) “standard price" in relation to any cloth or yam 
means the ez -factory maximum price which has 
been fixed by the Textile Commissioner for cloth 
or yarn of the same class or specification under the 
provisions of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 
1948 as applicable at the date of the contract of 
sale by the producer provided that where, the 
producer is himself the exporter the standard 
price shall be determined with reference to the 
date of the contract between the producer and the 
overseas importer concerned against a valid ex- 
port quota held by the former; 

(f) “cloth", “yarn", “dealer", “manufacturer", 

“producer", and “processor", shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948; 

(g) “Textile Commissioner" means the Textile Com- 
missioner, the Additional Textile Commissioner 
or the Joint Textile Commissioner appointed by 
the Central Government and includes any officer 
authorised by such Textile Commissioner to exer- 
cise all or any of the powers of the Toxtile Com- 
missioner under this Order; 


(h) “export price" in relation to any consignment of 
cloth or yam exported means — 

(i) in the case of export by water f.o.b. price. 

(ii) in the ease of export by land or air fo.r. price 
with reference to the railway station nearest to 
the place of export less an amount equal to the 
railway freight thereon as calculated by the 
direct route from the railway station nearest to 
the place of manufacture to the station nearest 
tlie place of export; 

8. Save in accordance with the permission of the Textile 
Commissioner and subject to such conditions as he may 
impose as to the selling price, the markings to be made or 
otherwise, no person other than a producer shall sell, agree 
to sell or store for sale to any person any cloth or yam for 
export. 

4. No person shall save in accordance with the general 
or special permission of the Textile Commissioner export, 
sell or agree to sell for export cloth or yarn which has been 
m a r k cd with pri ce s t 

5, No person shall save in accoitoance with the general 
or special permission of the Textile Commissioner export, 
sell or agree to sell for export cloth or yarn Of any class 
or specification the standard price whereof has not been 
fixed. 

G. (ij The Central Government may by notification in the 
Official Gazette direct that, from such date as tnay be 
specified in the notification all cloth or yarii exported or 
intended for export and the packing thereof shall conform 
to such minimum standard or specifications and shall bear 
such markings made at such time and in such manner as 
may be specified in the notification; and thereupon no per- 
son shall sell or otherwise dispose of and no person shall 
buy or otherwise acquire for export any cloth or yam which 
does not conform to these directions. 

Provided that the Central Government or the Textile 
Commissioner may by general or special order exempt any 
cloth or yam or any class of cloth or yarn from the provi- 
sions of this sub -clause. 

(ii) The Textile Commissioner may with a view to secur- 
ing compliance with sub-clause (i):— 

(a) enter and search any premises where cloth or yarn 

intended for export is manufactured or stored; 

(b) inspect or cause, to be inspected any cloth or yarn 
intended for export; 

(c) seize, or cause to be seized, any cloth in respect 

of which he has reason to believe that a contraven- 
tion of sub-clause, (i) has been committed. 

7. No cloth or yarn shall be exported except by, or through 
the agency of, an 1 exporter. 

8. (i) The provisions of this clause shall apply only in 
relation to export of cloth or yarn to such places or countries 
as the Central Government may by notification in the 
Official Gazette specify in this behalf. 

(ii) No producer shall sell or agree to sell for export any 
cloth or yarn at an etf-faotory price which exceeds its 
standard price by more than 8 per cent, thereof. 

(iii) Every exporter shall with in 80 days of the export 
of any consignment of cloth or yam produce before the 
Export Trade Controller concerned the invoice or invoices 
(in duplicate) pertaining to the consignment and giving such 
details as to quantity and description of the goods consigned, 
export price of the goods, commission payable by the ex- 
porter to any selling agent outside India and other matters 
as the Export Trade. Controller may by general or special 
order require to be given. 

(iv) No person shall export any cloth or yarn the export 
price of wh'ch as determined from the invoices mentioned in 
sub-clause (iii) exceeds its standard price: — 

(a) by more than 10 per cent, thereof in a case wire re 

the exporter is himself the producer of the cloth 
or yarn exported; or 

(b) by more than 20 per cent- thereof in any other case ; 

Provided that where the exporter satisfies the Export 
Trade Controller concerned that he had, or has, to pay a 
commission to a selling agent outside India in respect of 
the export, the percentages specified in this sub-clause may 
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be increueed to cover the commission but not so as to make 
them more than 12£ per cent, and 22J per cent, respectively. 

Provided further that in respect of cloth or yarn on which 
a duty of customs has been paid an amount equal to such 
duty may be added to the export price. 

Provided also that the Central Government may by 
notification in the Official Gazette vary the percentages 
mentioned in this sub-clause in respect of exports to such 
places or countries as may bo specified in the notification. 

(v) The Central Government may by general or special 
order exempt any cloth or yarn or any class of cloth or yarn 
or any transaction or class of transactions in cloth or yarn 
from all or any of the provisions of sub -clauses (ii), (iii) 
and (iv). 

(vi) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained 
in sub-clauses (ii) and (iv) the seller or exporter may add to 
the sale price or the export price of any cloth or yarn sold 
or exported by him: — 

(a) the fmiount of sales tax, octroi or other local tax 

or cess paid or payable in respect of such cloth or 
yarn; 

(b) the amount of the actual freight incurred in trans- 
porting such cloth or yam to the place at which 
it is delivered or shipped for export if such place 
is more than 100 miles from the place of manufac- 
ture; provided that such addition shall not exceed 
the amount of freight which would have been 
incurred for the transport by direct route of such 
cloth or yarn by the means of transport ordinarily 
employed ; 

(c) the amount of the processing charges incurred by an 

exporter for having the cloth or yam processed by 
a processor as certified by the Textile Commis- 
sioner as reasonable. 

9. Any Export Trade Controller may with a view to 
securing compliance with this Order:- — 

(a) require any person to give any information or pro- 

duce any document in his possession with respect 
to any business carried on by that or any other 
person ; 

(b) require- any manufacturer or dealer to furnish 

returns in respect of cloth or yarn sold by him for 
export and the prices charged therefor; 

(c) inspect or cause to be inspected any cloth or yarn 

sold or intended to be sold for export; 

(d) seize or cause to be seized any cloth or yarn in res- 

pect of which ho has reason to believe that a con- 
travention of this Order has been committed 

10. Every earner by sea or air shali at the request of an 
exporter furnish him with a cerlificate allowing the quantity 
of doth or yam contained in the eonsignineiit exported by 
him or through his agency, the name or other identifying 
particulars of the vessel or aircraft in which the consignment 
was exported and the date of such export. 

11. A Court trying any contravention of this Order may 
without prejudice to any other sentence which it may pass 
direct that any cloth or yarn m respect of which it is 
satisfied that such contravention has occurred shall be 
forfeited to the Central Government. 

12. The Clolh and Tarn (Export Control) Order, 1945 is 
hereby repealed; provided that any tiling done or deemed

8. Submission of returns. — (1) A return prescribed 
under the Act or these rules shall be submitted in the 
form prescribed for the purpose or as near thereto as cir- 
cumstances admit. 

(2) Such return shall be submitted in the manner here.- 
matter provided: — 

(i) By a banking company incorporated in a Province 

of India, from its registered office to the office of 
the Reserve Bank situated in the Province in 
which the banking company has its registered 
office. 

(ii) By a banking company incorporated elsewhere

8 Changes in deposits — (1) The London office of the 
Deserve Bank will permit iho withdrawal of sterling secu 
rities only under instructions from the principal office of 
the Reserve Bank. 

(2) When tho form or amount of deposit is changed by 
reason of a subsequent deposit or withdrawal, the princi 
pal office of tho Deserve Bank shall, as soon as possibh 
send to the principal office of the banking company a 
fresh certificate in Form II.

14. Publication of approved currencies. — (1) The Res- 
erve Bank shall, not later than one month from the ,coxn- 
mencement of these rules, by notification in the Gazette 
of India, publish for the purpose of section 25 of the Act 
a list of currencies in which export bills drawn in and im- 
port bills drawn on and payable in India may be expressed ! 
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(2) Any alteration in the list referred to in sub -rule (1) 
shall also be published in the Gazette of India. 

(3) An alteration adding a currency to the list shall take 
effect from the date of publication of the alteration while 
an alteration omitting a currency from the list shall take 
effect at the expiry of three months from the date of pub- 
lication of the alteration. 

15. Manner of publication of accounts and balance sheet. 
— The balance sheet and profit and loss account prepared 
in terms of section 29 of the Act together with the au- 


ditor's report shall t be published within a period of six 
months from the end of the period to which they relate 
in a newspaper which is in circulation at the place where 
the banking company has its principal office. 

16. Power to exempt in certain cases. — The Central

(d) before passing a final order under rule 3, take* 
into consideration any representation made by 
him in this behalf. 

5. Nothing contained in Part XII and XIII of the 

Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Bule» 
shall apply to or in respect of any actioii taken or proposed 
to be taken under these rules. ^ 

6. It shall not be necessary for the Governor- General td 
consult the Federal Public Service Commission in respect 
of any order passed under these rules. 

7. Any person compulsorily retired from service under 
rule 3 shall be entitled to such compensation pension, 
gratuity or provident fund benefits as would have been ad- 
missible to him under the rules applicable to his service* * 
or post on the date of such retirement if he had been dis- 
charged from service due to the abolition of his post witlv , 
out any alternative suitable employment being provided.
